In case there should not be any competition on an article 
offered for a premium, the committee are authorized to with- 
draw the premium, unless the one article presented should, in 
the judgment of the committee, possess unusual merit. 

No pool selling, or other form of betting or gambling shall 
be permitted on ‘the ground, under penalty expulsion from 
the ground. 

The Executive Committee will use all dikbetee to insure 
tke safety of stock, animals and articles, after being received 
and entered by their proper committees, but will not be re- 
sponsible for any loss or damage that may occur. Exhibitors 
must give personal attention to their animals, and articles, 
and at the close of the exhibition attend to their removal. 

No premium will be paid on any animal or article removed 
from the Exhibition before its close, unless the written consent 
shall be first given by the Executive Committee, and premi- 
ums not claimed within sixty days after the award, will be 
considered as forfeited.
